1. Whenever an aerial ropeway passes over a mining area th«) pro¬ 
moter shall aequire the subsoil right for the proper support of his trestles 
and stations. 

2. h’or the purpose of section 13 (i) tlie promoter shall not enter 
into any buihling or compound of any enclosed garden attached to a 
dwelling house without the consent of the occupier thereof and without 
previously giving such occupier at least seven days’ notice in writing 
of his intention to tlo so. Tin; promoter shall tender jrayment for any 
damage done, and in tin; case of disputt; as to the sufliciency of the amount 
so tendered he shall at once refer tin; dispute to the decision of the 
Uolleotor. 

3. Any damage done to private* property bj' the promoter at the time 
of making surveys or doing all other acts necessary for conslriicting, main¬ 
taining, altering, repairing and using an aerial ropeway as contemplated in 
section 14 (7) («) and (/) shall similarly be compensated by the promoter 
at the time of doing such damage. 

4. The minimum clearance of a ropeway from the ground except 
within station limits shall bo 12 feet, and such clearances over navigable 
rivers, canals ami railways will bo tletermiued in tiach case by a reference 
to the authorities in charge of them. 

.3. Clearances over main roads liaving a width of not less than 10 feet 
shall not bi; less ihan 1(> feet. 

(>. No ropeway shall be constructed unless every part excepting the 
anchorages of foundations has a ftictor of safety of at h>ast I under the 
maximum comlitions. For foundation anchorages it shall bo sufficient if 
the moment of resistance of the foundation exceeds the overturidng 
moments by 50 per c»;nt. ’I'he factor of safety of 4 shall b<; obtaine<l 
in the case of the rope by dividing the actual breaking load of the roi)e 
by the :naximum direct tension to which it will be snbjecteil. 

7. Station gears, trestle sheaves and wire I’opes shall be so designed 
and placed that lubrication can bo performed salely whilst the ropt'way is 
in motion. 

8. All carriers shall be provided with appliances which will prevent 
them from discharging their contents, except at points where it is intended 
to discharge them. 

9. For the purpose of giving signals on the ropeway the |>romoter 
shall instal telephones op other signals which will enable tin* ropeway 
to be stopped from any station. 

10. When an aerial ropeway or any part thereof has lieen '.losed to 
any traffic it shall not be re-opened to such traffic until it has been 
inspected, and the inspection shall be made according to the procedure 
laid down in section 10.

15. Acci<lents of the nature described in section 20(a) shall be 
jointly tmquired into by a Committee consisting of the promoter’s servants, 
a police olHcer, a Magistrate and the Inspector, and a report shall bo sub¬ 
mitted to Government by such Committee. When an accident of the 
nature as described in section 20 (a) has occurred it shall b** the duty of 
the promoter’s servants to afford medical aid to the sufTeiers aii<l to see 
that they are properly and carefully attended to till they are removed to 
their homes or han'led over to the care of their relatives or friends. The 
nearest local medical officer should be commtinicatod with. When au 
enquiry is being made the promoter shall produce before the Coniinitioe 
all his servants whose evidence is likely to bn re<jnired. Whenever the 
report of tho Committee or of the Inspector points to the in'cessity for 
or suggests a change in any of the rules or in the system of working, 
the promoter shall, when acknowledging the report, intimate the action 
which has been taken or which it is propoBe<i to take to prevent the 
recurrence of similar accidents. 

Duties of Magistrates. 

1(5. Whenever an accident of (he nature described in section 20 («) 
or 20 (5) has occurred in the coarse of working of an aerial ropeway the 
District Magistrate, or any other Magistrate who may bn appointed in 
this behalf by the Local Government, may direct an investigation into 
tho causes which led to the accident to be made by a subordinate Magis¬ 
trate or by the police. When it is decided to make an enquiry the 
Magistrate or police officer so deputed shall proceed to the scene of the 
accident and conduct tlie ctnjuiry there, and shall at once advise (he 
promoter and the Inspector of the date and hour at which the enquiry will 
commen<!o. The Magistrate or police officer may summon any of the 
promoter’s servants and any other person whose presence he may think 
necessary, and after'taking the evidence and completing the enijuiry, shall 
forward a copy of the report to the promoter and to the Local Government. 

Duties of police offRoers. 

17. A police officer may make an investigation into the causes 
which led to any accident occurring in tho course of the working of an 
aerial ropeway as contemplated in section 20 (a) or 20 (5), provided no 
such investigation is made when an enquiry has been commenced or 
ordered by the Magistrate.

These Regalations supersede those published in the 
Notification by the Government of India in the Foreign and Political Department, 
No. 431- H., dated the 13th September 1926.

Orders. 

1. NO person in the service of the Crown shall accept or wear the Insignia of any 
Foreign Order without having previously obtained His Majesty’s permission to do so, 
signified either : 

(а) By Warrant under the Royal Sign-Manual, or 

(б) By restricted permission conveyed throagh the Keeper of His Majesty's Privy 

Purse. 

2. When permission is given by Warrant under the Royal Sign-Manual, the Insignia 
of the Foreign Order may be worn at all times and without any restriction. 

When restncled permission is given the Insignia may only be worn on the occasions 
specified in the terms of the letter from the Keeper of His Majesty’s Privy Purse conveying 
the Royal sanction. 

S. Full and unrestricted permission by Warrant under the Royal Sign-Manual is 
contemplated in the following cases :— 

For a Decoration conferred— 

On an Officer in His Majesty’s Naval, Military 6r Air Forces lent to a Foreign Govern¬ 
ment ; on an Officer in His Majesty’s Naval, Military or Air Forces attached by His 
Majesty's Government to a Foreign Navy, Army or Air Force daring hostilities.; or on any 
British Official lent to a Foreign Government and not in receipt of any emolnments from 
British public funds during the period of such loan. 

4 . Restricted permission is particularly contemplated for Decorations which have 
been conferred in recognition of persoual attention to a foreign Sovereign, the Head of a 
Foreign State, or a m ‘mber of a foreign Royal Family, and which are therefore of a more 
or less complimentary character, but will also be granted fur Decorations conferred on 
other exceptional uccastotis when in the public interest it is deemed expedient that they 
should be accepted. 

5. Restricted permission will generally be given for Decorations conferred in the 
following cases, but, as indicated in the preceding paragraph, will nut necessarily be 
limited to these cases:— 

(1) On British Ambassadors or .Ministers abroad when the King pays a State visit to 
the country to which they are accredited; 

(Note. —A State visit is defined as one on which the King is accompanied by a 
Minister or High Official in attendance.) 

(2) On Members of Deputations of British Regiments to Foreign Meads of States ; 

(3) On Members of Special Missions when the King Is represented at s Foreign 
Coronation, Wedding, Funeral, or similar occasion ; or on any Diplomatic Representative 
when specially accredited to represant His Majesty on sooh ocoaslons (hht not on the 
members of his Sta^f).

When suoh Warrant shall have been signed by the King, a notification thereof shall 
be inserted in the “ Gazette.” 

Persons in whose favour such Warrants are issued wilt be required to pay to His 
Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the Home Department a stamp duty of lOs. 

I. The Warrant signifying His Majesty’s permission may, at the request and at the 
expense of the person who has obtainmi it, be registered in the College of Anns. Every 
such Warrant as aforesaid shall contain a danse providing that His Majesty’s licence and 
permission does not authorise the assumption of any style, appellation, rank, precedence, 
or privilege appertaining to a Knight Bachelor of His Majesty’s Realms. 

Medals. 

9 . Medals, with the exceptions specified below, and State decorations not carrying 
membership of an Order of Chivalry, are subject to the Regulations in the same manner 
as Orders, but permission is given by Letter and not by Royal Warrant. 

10. Medals for saving or atlempting to save life at sea or on land, i^hether conferred 
on bebalf of the Head or Government of a Foreign State or by private Life Saving 
Societies or Institutions, may be accepted and worn without His Majesty’s special 
permission ; 

Subject, however, in the case of members of His Majesty’s Naval, Military or Air 
Forces, to any restrictions imposed by the King’s Regulations for those Services as to the 
wearing of such medals with uniform. 

Applications for His Majesty’s permission to wear other Medals conferred by Private 
Societies or Institutions and Commemorative Medals cannot be entertained. 

II. The King’s unrestricted permission to accept and wear a Foreign War Medal will 
only be given to (1) Members of His Majesty’s Naval, Military or Air Forces if serving 
with a Foreign Army, Navy or Air Force with His Majesty’s lioeiice, and (2) Military, 
Naval or Air Attaches or Officers and other ranks and ratings officially attached to Foreign 
Armies, Navies or Air Forces during hostilities. 

12. In exceptional cases, when for special reasons it is deemed ex|>edient that the 
acceptance of the medal should not be declined. His Majesty will grunt restricted 
permission. Such cases will be judged on their merits, and the circumstances in which 
the MikIhI may be worn will be specified in the Letter conveying His Majesty’s permission.

BILL 

further to amend the Dacca Univertity Act, 1920. 

Whkkkas it is expedient further to amend the 
Dacca University Act, 1920, in the manner hereinafter xvin 

Of 1921 

appearing; 

It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

1. This Act may l»e called the Dacca University 
(Amendment) Act, 1928. 

2. In clause (g) of section 2 of the Dacca Univer¬ 
sity Act, 1920 (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), 
for the words “and Lecturers” the words “ Lecturers 
and Assistant Lecturers ” shall be substituted. 

3. In section 4 of the .-aid Act,— 

(1) in sub-clause (a) of clause (2) for the word 

“in ” the words “provided by’’ shall l)e 
substituted; and 

(2) in clause (4) for the word “ members “ the 

word “students” shall be .substituted. 

4. (/) In sub-section (1) of section 6 of the said 

Act,— 

(а) for the woi-ds “ laboratory work ” the wcnxls 

“ work in the laboratories or workshops ” 
shall be substituted; 

(б) the words “ in the University ” shall be 

omitted; and 

(c) for the w'ords “ in accordance with any syllabus 
prescribed by the Reprulations ” the words 
“ iji the manner provided by the Ordi¬ 
nances ” shall be substituted. 

(2) For sub-section (4) of the same section, the 
following; sub-section shall be substituted, namely: — 

“ (4) Itecoguised teaching; shall be supplemented 
by tutorial instruction ^ven in accordance 
with the conditions provided by the Ordi¬ 
nances and Regulations.” 

5. In the proviso to clause (c) of section 20 of the 
said Act, for the words “.otherwise than on the recom¬ 
mendation of the Academic Council ” the words “ with¬ 
out consulting the Academic Council ” shall be 
substituted.

(aa) the manner in which the lecturing, work in 
the laboratories or workshops .and other 
teaching referred to in sub-section (1) of 
section 6 shall be conducted; 

(aaa) the conditions in accordance with which the 
tutorial instruction referred to in sub¬ 
section (4) of section 6 shall be given. 

7. For clause (6) of section 32 of the said Act, the 
following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“ (6) the Salimullah Muslim Hall.” 
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STATEMENT OF DEJECTS AND REASONS. 

Alter six years’ experience of tlie workine of the Dacca* University Act, the 
authorities of the University have sugETBsted that it should be amended on certain 
points. On a consideration of the^ suggestions put forward, the present amending 
Bill has been prepared. The most important amendment is in clause 5, which makes 
it clear that the final word about fees to ^ paid to examiners and the emoluments 
of teachers shall rest not with the Academic Council but with the Executive Council. 
This was certainly the.opinion of the Calcutta University Commission, and is 
eminently reasonable when it is remembered that responsibility for finance rests 
with the latter body. The amendments in clauses 3, 4 and 6 will enable the Univeiv 
sity to recognise teaching given by teachers in the Dacca Training College, the 
Engineering School or other similar schools. Clause 7 is framed to associate the 
name of the late Nawab of Dacca with the University.

RULES. 

1. Extent of application. —These rules apply to the direct recruitment of tlie 
Bengal Civil Service (Exe(^utive), the Bengal Plxcise Service, the Bengal Police Service, 
the Bengal .funior Civil Service, the Bengal Junior Excise Service and the Upper 
Division of the Secretariat Clerical Seivice. 

2. Method of direct recruitment.^ —Direct recruitment for these services will be 
made on the results of a c<»mpelitive examinati(»n, but Oovemment reserve the right 
to appoint by nomination from the list of qualified examinees individual candidates 
belonging to the backward classes aw enumerated on page 189, I’art I of the Beport 
of the (’alcutta University Commission and to the Anglo-Indian, Indian Christian and 
Buddhist (communities and other minorities if the results of the examination fail to 
secure the rei)resentation of such classes or communities, and in the case of the Upper 
Division of the Secretariat (’lerical Seiwice to fill European and Anglo-Indian vacancies 
by selciction from outside the list. 'The head of an (office in the Bengal Secretariat also 
retains the power to appoint men of special ability or aptitude to any post in the office 
when, on account of the special re(|uirements of the post or other exceptional circum¬ 
stances, the post cannot be filled in the ordinary way.

Mbmoranddm or Agreement made this sixteenth day of May 1928, between the 
Cbamkora Jarisha Samabays Jalasarabaruha Samity Limited Society, a Sooiety (registered 
under the Co-operative Societies Act II of 1912), and having its registered office at Jarisha 
village in thana Simlapal, district Bankura (hereinafter called the Society) of the one 
part and the Secretary of State for India in Council (hereinafter called the Secretary of 
State) of the other part. 

Whereas for the purpose of the oonstruotion of an irrigation channel the Society hat 
applied to the Government of Bengal for the acquisition under the provisions of the Land

No. D.I1182-A. —The following Reeolution by the Secretary of State in Council ie 
published for general information :— 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 96D (1) of the Governiiient of India 
Act, the Secretary of State, with the concurrence of the majority of votes at a meeting of 
the Oonnoil of India held this 2'lth day of April 1928, hereby makes the following amend¬ 
ments to the Auditor-General’s Rules, namely ;— 

(1) For sub-rule (1) of rule In of the said rules, the following shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“ 1,'i.—(1) The Auditor-General shall, on such dates as ho may prescribe, obtain 
from each principal auditor and from any officer of the Indian .\udit Depart¬ 
ment to whom he may entrust this duty, appropriation accounts, in such 
form as ho may prescribe, of the expenditure which came under the audit of 
such principal auditor or (dlicer of the Indian Aiulit Department during the 
past official year, together with a rep»»rt upon the accounts and upoti the 
results of the audit applied to them. Any officer of Government may be 
culled upon to provide any information necessary tor the prepartition of such 
accounts or rtiports. On receipt of the accounts and reports, the Auditor- 
(icneral shall transmit them to the Governor-General in Ooiiuoil or to the 
Finance Department of the Docal Government concerned with such 
commonts as he may think fit.” 

(2) In Rule 17 of the said rules after the words “ the Auditor-General or” the word 
” other ” shall be inserted. 

(,3) For Kuh* 25 of the said rules the following shall be substituted, namely :— 

“ 2.5. If i«i any case the Secretary of State in Council has declared that the main¬ 
tenance of the provincial accounts of a specified province or of the accounts 
of any department of the Oentral Government is trausferreil to an authority 
(hereinafter referred to as the said authority) other than the Auditor- 
(Jeneral, the duties and powers of the .Auditor-GenoiJil in relation to the 
accounts of such iiroviiice or departmtuit shall ho governed hy the following 
provisions, namely :— 

(1) The officers and eslablishmtmts employed upon tho maintenance of such 

accounts shall not be 8uhor<linate to tho Auditor-General, but the Aiiditor- 
treneral shall be responsible for the incltision of the accounts in the 
Finance and Reviuiue Accounts »)f India and shall have power to prescribe 
the form in which and the tinie or times at which the accounts shall be 
submitted to him for audit and for such inclusion ; 

(2) The appropriation accounts referred to in sub-rule (1) of Rule 15 shall be 

prepared by the said authority in such form as he may, with the concur¬ 
rence of the Auilitor-General, determine, and shall be traiismittod by such 
date as the Auilitor-General may prescribe, to the olficer of the Indian 
.Auilit Department to whom the .Auditor-General has entrusted the duty 
of rejiorting thereon. Tho Auditor-General shall thereafter obtain and 
dispose of the appropriation accounts and of the report thereon of the 
aforesaid officer of the Indian Audit Department in accordance with the 
provisions of rule i5 ; 

(3) 'I’he Auditor-General shall exercise the powers and perform the duties con¬ 

ferred and imposed upon him by Rule 20 and Rule 21, but shall not he 
bound by the provisions of Rule 23 or Rule 24.”

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MAINAMATI SURVEY SCHOOL.

Admission Rules. 

The Mainamati Survey Bchool is a‘Government institution under the administrative 
control of the Director of Industries, Bengal. It is situated on the Mainamati Hill, in 
the district of Tippera, four miles west of the Comilla railway station, on the Assam- 
Bengal Railway. The Dacca-Chittagong Trunk Road runs close to the site of the school. 
It is healthily situated and occupies a picturesque site. 

2. The Principal is charged with the general control of the school and the mainte¬ 
nance of discipline. 

3. The school, which is ranked as a major institution, is affiliated to the Survey 
Education Advisory Board, Bengal, for the Survey Final and the Amin Examination. 

4. In addition to the ordinary course, the school trains special students who do not 
intend to earn their living as surveyors but wish to receive training in surveying. 
Candidates for appointment as district kanungos or any Government o£Bcial raiili as 
special students. 

T). The total number of admission to the first year course shall not exceed 50, of 
whom not more than ten may be special siudents; for the second year course not more 
than 30 shall be admitted in any one year, and not more than 5 of these may be special 
students. 

6. The full course of instruction extends over two years. The session for the first 
year course, which corresponds to the Aininship standard, begins from the 1st August and 
terminates on the lilst .Inly of the following year. The session for the second year or 
the Survey Final course begins from the re-opening day of the school after the Durga 
Pnja holidays or from such date as may be notified by the Principal, not later than 1st 
November. The second year course also runs for twelve months. No student shall be 
admitted, or, in case of re-instatement after removal of hie name from the school books, 
be re-admitted after the expiry of one month from the opening of the session, or from 
the date of removal of his name, as the case may be. 

7. Applications for admission to the first year course must be submitted to the 
Principal on or before the 30th June. Applications for admission to the second year 
course must be submitted on or before the 3()th September or such other date as may be 
notified by the Principal, Each application, either for admission to first year or to second 
year, must be accompanied by a registration fee of Rs. 3, which shall in no case he 
returned. Printed forms for application may be obtained from the office of the Principal. 

8. The qualifications for admission to the firtt year conrse are :— 

(ft) A sound knowledge of elementary arithineiic. 

(If) Ability to write siinjjle English and some vernacular. 

(c) A certificate of cl aracter from his last school master. 

NoTK Preference is given to those alio have passed the Matriculation Exauiination or received hijther eilncii.iim. 

Application for admission to first year must be accompanied by a medical certificate 
of fitness for arduous field work, in the approved form signed by a medical officer of rank 
not below that of a Sub-Assistant Surgeon. All selected candidates are required to 
undergo, beft re admission, a medical examination by the medical officer attached to the 
school. 

n. The qualifications for admission to the second yi ar class are :— 

(rt) An Aininship certificate granted by the Survey Education Advisory Board. 

(/>) The Matriculation-pass of the Calcutta University or its eijuivalei ts. 

(c) A medical certificate in the same form as for those seeking admission to first 
.year to be granted by the school medical officer. 

10. On passing the .A min E.xamination candidates are awarded the Amin certificate 
of the Survey Education Advisory Board, Bengal. On passing the Final Examination of 
second year Course the candidates ate awarded the Survey Final cert.Hcate. 

The fee fi r .Amin Examination .is Rs, l.'i and for the Survey Final Examination. 
Rs. 25. 

The Mainamati Survey School is approved for the purposes of Regulation 38 of the 
Indian Coal .Mines R^'gulationa, l'.t2tl. In the terms of the said approval the holders of the 
Survey 1 inal certi^cates, after they h.ive gained practical experience of surveying the 
underground workings of a mine for six mouths only, will be eligible for appearing at any 
examination for Surveyor’s certificates, under the Indian Mines Act, 1923. 

11. Ordinarily candidates will not be admitted to the first year class unless they are 
under 21 years of age on the let January of the year in which the conrse begins. The 
limit of age for the candidates seeking admission to second year is below 22. The Direc¬ 
tor of Industries, Bengal, may make exceptions to this rule. 

The restriction of age does not apply in the case of special students. But they should 
have the minimum educational qualification of regular students. 

12. The school has no vacation like other educational institntions, but it remains- 
closed on executive holidays granted by Government. 

13. The school was ostt^lished on a residential basis and the students are rgquired 
to reside in the hostels attached to the school. The students may live with their parents- 
or approved gnardiaus with the special permission of the Principal ; but such permissioa 
may be withdrawn at any timi*. 
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14. Messes are provided for the Hindu students. Muhammadan students make their 
own messing arrangements. The Hindu mess shall be entirely self-supporting; the 
monthly charges are fixed by the Principal from time to time. At present the charge is 
Rs. 11 per month. The full messing fees are charged every month."

The messing fee is payable 
in two instalments, the first instalment being due on the last open day of the month 
previous to that for which it is charged The secon<l instalment of messing and all other 
monthly fees are payable on the 15th of every month or on any other date which may be 
notified by the Principal. No payment shall be accepted after the due date unless 
accompanie<l by a fine of Re. I for every three days’ delay. If the payment is not made 
during the mouth, the defaulting student’s name shall be struck off the school books. Such 
student shall not be re-admitted until he has paid in all arrears togeih-'r with any fine 
which may be due from him and a re-admission fee of Rs. 5. 

18. Four scholarships to the value of Rs. 10 each per month tenable for twelve 
months are awarded every year to the First year students on the rt-sult of a special 
examination held shortly after admission.

Extracts from Standing Rules for students.

3. Students are excuse 1 from attending the class or the field on medical grounds on 
the recommendation of the school medical officer. But frequent absence on medical 
grounds may render a student unfit for the course. 

4. Students muet provide themselves with drawing instruments, books and all other 
necessaries within a week of the opening of each session. 

5. Breaches of discipline are dealt with according to the rules in force in the 
Education Department.

No. — The 18th June 1928. —^Thfe following rules* for the 

encourageineut of the study of oriental languages which the Govern¬ 
ment of Uengal have been pleased to make in supersession of all 
previous rules, are published for general infonnation. These rules 
will collie into force with effect from the 1st December 1928. 

I. I'hese rules are applicable to the following classes of officers 
ill civil employ serving directly under the Government of Bengal: — 

(i) Officers of the Indian Civil Service. 

(?■/) Officers of the Indian Educational Service. 

{Hi) Officers of the Imperial Branch of the Indian Police Service. 

('«’) Officers of the Indian Agricultural Service. 

( v ) Officer,8 of the Indian Veterinary Service. 

(ri) Officers of the Indian Forest Service. 

{vii) Officers of the Europe-recruited branch of tlie Indian Service of 
Engineers. 

(r/V/) European Inspectors of Factories. 

The following restrictions will apply to officers of the Indian Edu¬ 
cational Service, viz ., that a professor of or an examiner in any langu¬ 
age cannot obtain a reward in that language, and that no officer will 
be permitted to receive i awards for passing by a given standard in 
more than two vernacular and two classical languages. 

*()fficers of the Indian Agricultural Service, the Indian Vcteiniiary 
Service, the Imperial Forest Service, and tlie Europc-rccruited branch 
■of the Indian Service of Engineers are only eligible for rewards for pass¬ 
ing the Ist class and 2nd class Intcrpretership examinations. Officers of 
the Indian Agricultural Service, the Indian Veterinary Service and the 
Europe-recruited branch of the Indian Service of Engineers may be 
admitted to the Degree of Honour examination, but only in exceptional 
cases when the Government are satisfied that it is in the interest of 
the public service that the officer in question should be allowed to 
take the examination.

or Uidu. 

II. Candidates may present themselves for examination only in 
those languages in which it would be of an advantage to (tovcrnincnt 
that they^ should cjualify. A statement to this efi'cct should be furnished 
by the candidate's superior officer when forwarding the candidate’s 
applii^atioii. 'I'he new tests, viz., the Preliinimiry, the 2nd class and 
1st class Interpreterships, correspond in standard to the old Higher 
Standaid, Proficiency and High Proficiency, respectively, and an officer 
who has jiassed un,v of the latter tests will not be eligible to sit for 
the correspondiiig new tests in the same language. 

HI. The donations to be given to succoasfiil candidates will be ns 
follows, Subject to the conditions that (i) from all rewards, except for 
the Degree of Honour, any rewards previously drawn for the same 
language are deducted, and in no ca'sc will an otficer draw on one 
oc(!aaion more than one reward, and (ii) the grant for requalification 
ns a 1st (dass Interriretef, after ii minimum interval of three years, 
■will be one quarter of the reward for the original qualification : —

IHS.o (Act VIII of 1<S«.^), the Governor in Council has determined' 
BirShum. *“■ ' police-station Nanoor and in villages transferred to police- 

station Labhpur by notification No. 2966 I’l., dated Kth August 1 92'>, 
in the district of Birbhum where the preparatioii of a record-of-rights has been under¬ 
taken under notification No. 7534L.K., dateci_2.')th August 1921, and in police-stations Naba- 
gram, Kandi, Blmratpur, Burwan and Khargram in the district of Murshidabad where the 
prejmration of a record-of-rights has been undortaken under notification No. HothiL.R., 
dated 10th April 1923, the landlords’ and tenants’ share of cost for the survey and the 
preparation of a record-of-rights, including tho estimated cost of maintenance of boundary 
marks for a period of fifteen years, shall be apportioned and recovered as specified 
below :— 

(1) The rate of Re. 1-8 shall be levied per aero of which the raiyats, including 
persons holding non-agrioultnral tenancies, shall pay 9 annas per acre and ihcir land¬ 
lords of all grades together l.'i annas per acre. 

Common lauds such as rivers, roads, khals, burning ghats, etc., shall be excluded 
from assessment but not tanks even if used for irrigation. 

(2) Landlords shall pay the raiyats’ share of lands in their khas possession and 
raiyats shall pay the full raiyati rate for lands covered by their holdings. 

(3) Rent-free holders, whether of the degree of raiyats or tenure-holders, shall pay 
the whole of the landlords’ share for their lands. 
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(4) Ab between the different grades of landlorde, the landlord’s*. sh&i^o Bhall bo 
apportioned thus:— 

• 

(a) Permanent tenure-holdere whose rent is fixed in perpetuity shall pay their 

own share of the cotft and that of the landlords superior to them.' 

(b) Other permanent tenure-holders and temporary tenure-holders whose lease has 

over fifteen years to run shall pay three-fourths of the landlords’ share and 
their landlords shall pay the remaining one-fourth. 

(f) Temporary tenure-holders whose lease has fifteen years to run shall pay 
fifteen-sixteenths of the share they would pay in accordance with (b) above 
if they were permanent tenure-holders and so on, proportionately according 
to the number of years of the lease to run. 

(d) Temporary tenure-holders who do not hold on a lease or for a fixed term shall 
pay half of the landlords’ share. 

Explanation. —The calculation shall be made from the lowest grade of landlords 
immediately above raiyats. The period for which the lease of the tenure or under-tenur.i 
is to run is to be reckoned in each case from the close of the agricultural year in which the 
record is finally published. 

(,')) (ft) Under-raiyats having a right of occupancy bhall pay at the rate of 4 annas 
for a tenancy recorded in one village. 

{h) Under-raiyats with no right of occupancy shall be exempted from assess¬ 
ment. 

(0) (J) The calculation shall be made— 

(a) to the nearest anna, 

(b) areas less than one acre shall be charged as for one acre ; for areas over one .acre 

and fractions «;f less than half an aere will not be chargeil f«»r, but fractions of 
half an acre and upward shall be chargetl as for a full acre; the minimum 
charge for any tenancy or part of a tenancy recorded in one village shall be 
annas 4 only.

8285G.— Thii following revised rules made by the High Court of Judicature at 
Fort William in Bengal, under the powers vested in it by section 6 of the Legal Practi¬ 
tioners Act, 1879 (XVIII of 1879), are published for general information :—

RsvISGd RmIgs fop the training of Legal Praotltloners In the Subordinate 

Courts. 

1. On and after the ist Jantiary 1930, no person shall be admitted as a Pleader in 
the Courts subordinate to the High Court, unless he has served as a probationer for a period 
of one year, either at the headquarters of a district or in one of the subdivisions thereof, 
in conformity with the following rules, or is not eligible thereunder, or has not satisfied 
the requirements thereof. 

2. Any person, who has obtained the degree of Bachelor of Law of one of the 
Universities of Calcutta, Dacca, Madras, Bombay, Patna, Allahabad and the Punjab, or 
of the Muslim University of Aligarh, or of the Benares Hindu University, shall be enrolled 
as a probationer, provided that his application to serve as a probationer be made vrithin one 
year from the date of his obtaining such degree, or within such further time as the High 
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Court may for specif.! reason allow, and provided that a Bachelor of Law of the University 
of Madras, Bomba;'. Allahabad, and the Punjab, of the Muslim University of Aligarh and 
of the benares Hindu University so applying has Jpassed an examination held under the 
direction of the District Judge in reading, writing, and speaking the vernacular of the 
district in which he intends ordinarily to practise. 

Not*.—T lic I'oriud of one jear referred to in this rale shall count from the dale of the applicant’s diploma. 

3. The application mentioned in the last foregoing rule shall be addressed to the 
District Judge of the district in which the applicant desires to practise, and it shall specify 
the Pleader with whom and the Court in which the applicant desires to serve as a proba¬ 
tioner, and shall be accompanied by a certificate from the Pleader stating that he is 
willing to take the applicant as a probationer : Provided that no Pleader who is not a 
pracdsing Pleader of more than five years’ standing, or does not ordinarily practise at the 
headquarters of a district, or in one of the subdivisions thereof, shall be eligible to take a 
probationer, and no Pleader shall he permitted to entertain more than one probationer at < 
one time ; and provitied also that permission shall not be granted to serve as a probationer 
in any Court which is not at the headquarters of a district or of a subdivision thereof. 

i. On receipt of the application mentioned in the last foregoing rule, and if it is in 
order, the District Judge to whom it has been made shall grant the permission applied for 
and shall cause the particulars to be entered in a register to be kept in his office. 

.5. The applicant shall then, during and for a period of one year, serve as a proba¬ 
tioner with the Pleader and in the Court iu respect of whom aud which the said permis¬ 
sion has been granted. 

6 . During the period of probation afore.said, the probationer shall work with the 
Pleader in aud outside Court. Such work shall be limited to acting only, and shall not 
extend to pleading, and the general nature thereof .shall be that of assisting the Pleader in 
his professional work as Pleader. 

7. Daring the period of probation aforesaid, the probationer shall also attend the 
Court regularly and shall notify his attendance therein daily to such officer as the District 
Judge in the case of service at the headquarters of a district, or the Senior Munsif in the 
case of service at the headquarters of a subdivision, may appoint for the purpose. It shall 
be tlie duty of such officer to note the atterniance of the probationer in a register to be kept 
for the purpose. 

8 . The probationer shall onliuarily work with one and the same Pleader through¬ 
out the jieriod of his probation, and the Pleader shall ordiii'arily be one in continuous 
practice throughout srich period. In case where necessity may arise, the service may be 
with different Pleaders for successive periods, but the total period of probation must in 
no case be less than a year, and no such service shall be recognised, unless it has been 
witli rhe permission of the District Judge, obtaiued previously aud in the manner 
indicated in rules 3 and 4 above. 

9. During the period of probation aforesaid, the probationer may be excused absence 
for a portion or portions thereof, provided the Pleader with whom or the Court iu which 
the probationer is to serve is satisfied that there is good cause for such .absence, and that 
the training of the probationer will not materially suffer therefrom. In any other case, 
the deficiency will have to be made up by serving for such further period, not longer than 
the 'actual period of absence, as may be nece.ssary in the opinion of the Pleader or of the 
Court as the case_ may be. 

10. A Pleader who is permitted to take a probationer will be allowed to charge a 
fee of Rs. ;')0 for his remunerutiou for the training he gives to tne probationer, and may 
refuse to give a certificate of his willingness to take the probationer unless ho receives the 
same in advance. In case, however, of the' Pleader not being able to retain the proba¬ 
tioner for the full period of probation with him. the probationer will be entitled to a 
refund of an amount in proportion to the uncompleted portion of the service with such 
Pleader. 

11. Every probationer shall, during the whole period of his probation, be exclusively 
employed by the Pleader in his proper business and practice as such. 

12. On completion of the period of probation as aforesaid, the probationer shall file 
with the District Judge a certificate iu Form A of the Schedule from the Pleader atnl a 
certificate in Form B of the Schedule from the Judge of the district or the Senior Munsif 
in the subdivision as the case may be, along with his application for admission a.s a 
Pleader mentioned in the next rule : Provided that the Judge of the district or the Senior 
Munsif of the subdivision, should he entertain a^oubt as to whether the probationer has 
diligently worked as such, may, before giving such certificate, subject the probationer to 
an examination as regards procedure, and shonld he not be satisfied as a result of that 
examination that the probationer has served with diligence, may direct him to continue 
as a probationer for a further period not exceeding three months.

BENGAL PILOT SERVICE. 

Rules for the appointment of candidates to the Bengal Pilot Service. 

Appointments to the Bengal Pilot Service are made on behalf of the Government of 
India by the Government of Bengal in India and by the High Commissioner for India in 
England. Appointments are made by the High Commissioner only when the Government 
of Bengal have been unable to make suitable appointments in India. 

A.—Appointments by the Government of Bengal. 

1. Appointments made by the Government of Bengal are ordinarily limited to 
natives of India. For the purpose of this rule, a native of India means any person 
domiciled in British India and born of parents habitually resident in India and n,ot 
established there for temporary purposes only. 

2. Candidates must not be more than 22 years of age. 

o. Every candidate shali be in possession of a certificate of competency as 2nd mate 
(foreign-going). Preference will be given to candidates who have passed through the 
Indian Mercantile Murine Training Ship Dufferin, , 

4. Every candidate must produce— 

(i) if he is under 21 years of age, a declaration of domicile in writing by the 
parent or gnardian of the applicant, attested by not less than two responsible 
persons, and, if he is 21 years of age or over, a declaration in writing by the 
applicant himself, attested by not less than two responsible persons : 

{it) satisfactory evidence to show that he is not over 22 years of age ; and 
(ill) satisfactory evidence to show that he is of good moral character, 

b. Selected candidates, before being appointed, shall undergo a medical examination 
before the Medical Board at Calcutta. 

B.-^Appointments by the High Commissioner Jor India. 

1. Candidates must not be more than 22 years of age. 

2. Every candidate shall be in possession of a certificate of competency as 2nd mate 
(foreign-going). Preference will be given to candidates who have passed through one of 
the Training Ships, Worcester and Conway, or through the Pangbourne Nantical College, 
followed by a coarse in a sea-going training ship or in the Royal Naval Reserve. *

If he resigns or leaves the Service 
before he has served five years, he will be required to refund the cost of his passage to 
India and the outfit allowance, unless his resignatio^u is due to ill-health certified by a 
Medical Board sitting at Calcutta. He will be required to give an undertaking with two 
sureties for this refund. If he is a minor, a similar undertaking will be required from his 
father, guardian, or near relative, with one surety. If before promotion to the grade of 
pilot the oflficor is removed from the Service, or if he is oompollod by certified ill-health, 
not caused by his ow'ii negligence, carele.s8noss or misconduct to resign the Service lieforo 
such promotion, 4® will, if of non-Asiatic domicile, be provided with a free first-class 
passage back to England, or at his option to any other country at a cost not exceeding that 
of such passage, provided that he utilises it within three months from the date of his 
removal or resignation as the case may be.

' The Mainamati Survey School is a Government institution under the administrative 
control of the Director o£ Indnstriee, Bengal. It is sitnated on the Mainamati Hill, in 
the district of Tippers, four miles west of the Comilla railway station, on the Assam- 
Bengal Railway. The Dacca-Chittagong Trank Road runs close to the site of the school.. 
It is healthily situated and occupies a picturesque site. 

2. The Priucipal is charged with the general control of the school and the mainte¬ 
nance of discipline. 

8. The school, which is ranked as a major institution, is afSIiated to the Survey 
Education Advisory Board, Bengal, for the Survey Final and the Amin Examination. 

4. In addition to the ordinary course, the school trains special students who do not 
intend to earn their living as surveyors but wish to receive training in surveying.. 
Candidates fur appointment as district kanungos or any Government ofQciai rank as 
special students. 

5. The total number of admission to the first year course shall not exceed 50, of 
whom not more than ten may be special students; for the second year course-not more 
than iiO shall be admitted in any one year, and not more than 5 of these may be special 
students. 

6. The full course of instruction extends over two years. The session for the first 
year course, which corresponds to the Aminship standard, begins from the Ist August and 
terminates on the Hist .luly of the following year. The session for the second year or 
the Survey Final course begins from the re-opening day of the school after the Dnrga 
Puja holidays or from such date as may be notified by the Principal, not later than Ist 
November. The second year course also runs for twelve months. No student shall be 
admitted, or, in case of re-instatement after removal of his name from the school books, 
be re-admitted after the expiry of one month from the opening of the session, or from 
the date of removal of his name, as the case may be. 

7. Applications for admiasion to the first year course must be submitted to the 
Principal on or before the 30th June. Applications for admission to the second year 
course must be submitted on or before the 3Uth Septembei- or such other date as may be 
notified by the Principal.

10. On passing the Amin Examination candidhtes are awardv^d the Amin certificate 
of the Survey Education Advisory Board, Bengal. On passing the Final Examination of 
second year course the candidates are awarded the Survey Final certificate. 

The fee for Amin Examination is Rs. 15 and fur the Survey Final Examinatiou 
Rs. 25. 

The Mainamati Survey School is approved for the purposes of Regulation 38 of the 
Indian Coal Mines Regulations, 1926. In the terms of the said approval the holders of the 
Survey Final certificates, afior they have gained practical experience of surveying the 
underground workings of a mine for six months only, will be eligible for appearing at any 
examination for Surveyor’s certificates, under the Indian Mines Act, 1923. 

11. Ordinarily candidates will not be admitted to the first year class unless they are 
nnder 21 years of age on the Ist January of the year in which the course begins. The 
limit of age for the candidates seeking admission to second year is below 22. The Direc¬ 
tor of Industries, Bengal, may make exceptions to this rule. 

The restriction of age does not apply in the case of special students. But they should 
have the minimum educational qualification of regular students. 

12. The school has no vacation like other educational institutions, but it remains 
closed on.execntive holidays granted by Government. 

13. The school was established on a residential basis and the students lire required 
to reside in the hostels attached to the school. The students may live with their parents 
or approved guardians with the special permission of the Principal; hot such permission 
m&y be withdrawn at any time. 
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14. MeBBes are provided for the Hiadti stadents. Mahammadan stadenta make their 
own messing arrangements. The Hindu meas shall be entirely Bel£*supporting; the 
monthly charges are Qxed by the Principal from time to time. At present t^e charge is 
Rs. 11 per month. The full messihg fees are charged every mouth.

17. All payments must be made in the Principal’s ofiBoe. The messing fee is payable 
in two instalments, the first instalment being due on the last open day of the month 
previous to that for which it is charged. The second instalment of messing and ail other 
monthly fees are payable on the 1;’th of every month or on any other date which may be 
notified by the Principal. No payment shall be accepted after the due date unless 
accompanied by a fine of Re. 1 for every three days’ delay. If the payment is not made 
during the mouth, the defaulting student’s name shall be struck off the school books. Such 
student shall not be re-admitted until he has paid in all arrears together with any tine 
which may bo due from him and a re-admission fee of Rs. 5. 

18. Four scholarships to the value of Rs. ID each per month tenable for twelve 
' months are awarded every year to the First year students on the result of a special 

examination held shortly utter admission. 

19. Four scholarships to the value of Rs. 10 each per month tenable fur twelve 
months are awarded every year to the St?cond year stadents on the result of the Amin 
Examination. 

20. Two scholarships of Rs. 20 each per month tenable for six months are awarded 
to Final-passed students who are selected for training in Mine Surveying.

22. A number not exceeding eight of students who have completed the second year 
course of this school is annually selected for training in Mine Surveying in order to qualify 
for the certificates of competency as Mine Surveyors granted under the Indian Mines 
Act, 1923. 

The training in Mine Surveying begins from about the Ist October aud lasts for not 
less than six mouths. 


Extracts from Standing Rules for students. 

1. Students are expected to attend 100 per cent, of the works, and those who have 
not pnt up at leas: ff) per cent, of possible attendances in class and 80 per cent, in field 
work are not allowed to appear at any examination of the Survey Education Advisory 
Board. 

2. Ordinarily students are not granted leave out of the school for more than ten days 
during a session. 

3. Students are excused from attending the class or the field on medical grounds on 
the recommendation of the school medical officer. But frequent absence on medical 
grounds may reader a student unfit for the coarse. 

4. Students must provide themselves with drawing inscruments, books and all other 
necessaries within a week of the opening of each session. 

5. Breaches of discipline are dealt with according to the rales in force in the 
Education Department.

Rules foi> the edtnleslon of ppivete Canclldetee to the Oeloutte University Mstrloulation 

Bxamlnstlon, I9M. 

1. Private students are those who have not attended any recoguizod or mirecognized 
High English School for at least one year previous to the Matriculation Exuuiiuatiun. 
The term ‘‘private students” includes teachers of schools. 

2. Private candidates must appear at the Test Examination to be held on Monday, 
the 10th December 1928, and the following days at any of the Government High Schools 
in the Burdwau Division. 

8. Applications for admission to the Test Examination must be submitteil through 
the head master of the schooi in which the applicant last read. The head master, in 
forwarding the applicaiion to this ofUce, should note whether he recommends liio applica¬ 
tion or not. If he does not, his reasons should be stated. The application of no candidate 
is to be forwarded who did not leave school from the Ist class, or who had not been 
declaretl lit for promotion to that class. The information to be given in, and the docu¬ 
ments to bo appended (in original) to, tfie application are the following :— 

(a) Name of the school in which the candidate last studied. 

(f)) Transfer certificate (in original) granted to the candidate by the head master of 
Mie school in which he last read ; or

4. Each private candidate will havo to pay a fee of Rs. 6, which shouhl be remitted 
10 the Inspector of Schools, Burdwau Division, Ohinsura, along with his application for 
admission to th(! Teat E.xamination by the 10th November 1928, after which date a fine of 
Rs. 2 will have to be paid for each week’s delay. Under no circumetunce will the 
a<l,nission fee he refunded. No private candidate will be admitted to the Test Examina¬ 
tion, unless he is accompanied, for the purpose of identification, by some person known 
to the ollice of the Inspector of Schools, Burdwim Division, or to the staff of the Zillu 
School where bo will appear. Those who are not hemd fide residents of the Burdwau

1. Chairmen, Vice-Chairmen and Commissioners of Municipalities are entitled to 
charge travelling allowance under these rnles for journeys (other than journeys to attend 
a meeting at the mnnicipal office) performed outside the municipality for carrying out 
the purposes of the Bengal Municipal Act, provided such journeys are undertaken in 
pursuance of a resolntion passed by the Commissioners at a meeting. 

2. Commissioners who are not Government servants or who being Government 
servants are elected Commissioners, and who do not hold the post of Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman, shall be entitled to draw from the mnnicipal fnnd travelling allowance at the 
same rates as are admissible to Government servants of the second class. They are 
entitled to mileage for journey by roa<i or boat although the distance travelled does not 
exceed 20 miles, but are not entitled io any allowance for journeys to places within a 
radius of 5 miles from the municipal ofiBce'.

Rules. 

So long as the Commissioners deem it pr.acticabie and consistent with the maintenance 
of an ofBcient water-supply, they may allow any owner or occupier of a holding paying a 
water-rate imposed under the provisions of Part VII of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1884, 
on the annual value of such holding, when such annual value is not leas than Bs. 96, to 
lay down communication pipes from the service pipes of the Commissioners for the 
purpose of leading water to such holding for domestic purposes only, subject to the 
following rules and conditions :— 

1. The owner or occupier of any holding requiring water to be laid on to such 
holding for domestic purposes, or requiring any addition or alteration to an existing water- 
supply, must apply for the same on a printed form to be supplied, free of coat, at the 
Municipal Office. 

2. A fee of Rs. 150 must be paid to the Commissioners by such owner or occupier 
for each connection to a municipal main supply pipe or a common communication pipe 
laid in accordance with rule 3 before any work is commenced, such fee to be in 
addition to all other costs and charges imposed under these rules. 

3. Except as provided below, each holding must have a separate connection to the 
municipal main supply pipe, and extensions from the communication pipe of one holding 
to another holding shall not be permitted : 

Provided that, with the consent of the Commissioners in meeting, connections 
to two or more holdings may be permitted from a common communication-pipe. Any 
auch oommunioation*pipe must be laid in a street or common passage, and a stop-cock and 
meter as provided for in rule 7 must be Bxed or the connection to each holding ; 

Provided also that no holding shall have more than one separate connection, but if 
in any case the Commissioners are satisfied that an adequate supply to any holding cannot 
3>e given tbrongh a single connection, they may sanction a second connection ther«fto. 
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4. The owner or occupier of the holding iu respect of which the connection ie 
required must pay the entire cost of the connection, including the supply and fixing of 
the fittings referred to in rule 7, and must also pay the cost of such alterations ifi, or 

.repairs to, roads, drains, sewers, gas or'water mains or pipes, and the' cost of such other 
works as may be necessitated by, or result from, the work of making such connection. 

5. The owner or occupier of the holding to which a connection has been given must, 
at any time, on receipt of notice to do so from the Commissioners, pay the entire cost of 
any repairs or alterations to the connection or any part thereof that the Commissioners 
may consider necessary to put it into a satisfactory condition or which may be necessitated 
by any change in the municipal waterworks or system of distribution, or by the defective 
condition of the connection or any part thereof, or by any other cause whatsoever. 

6. (i) The works required under rules 4 and 5 may, at the option of the Commis¬ 
sioners, either be carried out by the Commissioners themselves at the expense of the 
owner or occupier of the holding in respect of which the works are required, or may bo 
carried out by a person or firm employed by such owner or occupier and approved by the 
Commissioners. 

(2) No work shall be carried out under sub-rule (I) except under the supervision of a 
municipal officer. 

7. A holding connection shall comprise the following parts or fittings :— 

(a) a brass or gun-metal ferrule inserted in the main supply pipe ; 

(5) a galvanized iron communication pipe from the ferrule to the meter ; 

(c) a stop-cock and its surface-box ; 

(d) a meter ; 

(e) service pipes from the stop-cock to the taps ; and 

(/) taps- 

8. (1) All the fittings referred to in rule 7 shall be exact duplicates of standard 
samples kept in the office of the Commissioners and approved by them in meeting. 

(2) All fittings shall be inspected and tested and stumped by an officer of the munici¬ 
pality before being fixed. 

(3) If any owner or occupier shall desire to adopt any fitting of a pattern different 
from the standard patterns, he must present such fitting for the approval of the Chairman,, 
and any fittings so presented may, it considered satisfactory by the Chairman, be stamped, 
and samples thereof may be purchased and placed among the standard fittings. 

9. The holding connection, when fitted in position, must be capable of standing a 
pressure of 100 feet, and no water shall be supplied until it has stood such a test applied 
by the Commissioners. 

10. The size of the ferrule, and the,diameter of the communication pipe referred to 
in clauses (a) and (l!>) of rule 7, and the number of taps shall be fixed in accordance- 
with the annnal valuation of the holdings as follows:—

From Rs. 2,000 and over—An extra tap for every additional Rs. 1,000, and when 
necessary, a corresponding increase in the size of ferrule or tee piece on the municipal 
main and in the diameter of communication pipe. 

11. (1) On every communication pipe a brass or gun-metal stop-cook having the 
same waterway as such pipe shall be placed as near as practicable to the point where 
that pipe enters the holding to be supplied. 

(2) The stop-cook shall be built in a brick chamber provided with a cast-iron surface 
cover-box so designed that it can be looked, and the key of this box shall remain under 
the control of the Chairman. 

(3) The stop-cook shall be capable of adjustment so that the supply to the holding 
may be regulat^ thereby. 

12. (1) The meter shall be placed as near to the stop-oook as possible and in a 
position where it can be conveniently examined. 

(2) The meter mast be fixed in a brick chamber covered over with a cast-iron surface 
box of approved pattern, with locking arrangements. The key of this box shall remain 
under the control of the Chairman. 

13. Neither the stop-cock nor the meter most be placed in any private premises. 

14. (1) The Commissioners shall depute an authorised person to read every meter 
not lees than, onoe a quarter and shall give notice to the oconpier at least twenty-four 
honrs before the reading is recorded. 

(2> In the event of a meter ceasing to register, the quantity of water consumed 
during the period the meter had stopped to register shall be osloulated on the basis of the 
average consumption of water of the holding for the last four quarters.

16. The Commissioners may cut off the connection between any waterworks of the 
municipality and any holding to which water is supplied from such works, or may turn 
off such supply, in any of the following cases, namely :— 

(o) if the holding is unoccupied ; 

(ft) if the occupier refuses to admit any officer duly empowered in that behalf into 
the holding for the purposes of making any examinatioit or inspection authorised under 
this Act or prevents such officer from making such examination or inspection ; 

(c) if the owner or occupier of the holding touches or interferes with his meter in 
any way except with the permission of the Chairman, or wilfully or negligently injures or 
damages it ; 

(d) if the owner or occupier of the holding wilfully or negligently permits waste of 
water in such volume as will, in the opinion of the Chairman, endanger the water-supply 
in the neighbourhoo<l ; 

(e) if the owner or occupier'of the holding shall refuse or neglect to pay any of the 
fees or charges imposed in accordance with these rules for a space of fourteen days after 
he has been served with a notice of demand for the same ; 

( /) if the owner or occupier of th<‘ holding constructs or fixes any cisterns, tanks, 
reservoirs, taps, pipes or any other works in connection with the water-supply not 
authorised by these rules ; 

(p) if the pipes, taps, ball-cocks, cisterns, or any other parts of the connection are, 
in the opinion of the Commissioners, in a leaking condition or in a state of disrepair : 

Provided that such disconnection or turning off of wattir-auppiy shall not relieve 
any pernon from any liabilities which he may have incurred under these rules. 

In the circumstances contemplated in clause (d) an officer authorised by the 
Commissioners in this behalf by a general order shall have the power to turn off the 
supply for u period not exceeding eight hours on his previously recording his reason in 
writing. 

17. Everj’ lap shall be of the same size as the pipe to which it is attached and 
shall be of brass and of the pattern known as “ Sorewdown ”. Every tap shall be at least 
3 feet above the surface of the ground beneath. 

18. No cistern, tank, or reservoir of any description which is intended to be 
supplied with water from the municipal waterworks shall be permitted to any holding 
except with the sanction of the Commissioners in meeting, and such sanction shall 
distinctly specify the dimensions and capacity of the cistern, tank or reservoir allowed. 
The inlet to every such cistern, tank or reservoir must be controlled by an efficient 
ball-cock so that the discharge thereinto 4s completely stopped when the cistern, tank or 
reservoir is full. Any taps fed from suoh cistern, tank or reservoir must be included in 
the number of taps allowed under rule 10. 

19. No oonneotian shall be permitted to any holding unless and until the owner or 
occupier makes effective pro^sion to the satisfaction of the Coiutnissioners for draining 
all waste water away.

1. For the purposes of these rules— 

(1) Appointed on firobation means appointed on trial in or against a substantive 
vacanc 5 ’. 

(2) Probation means a Government servant appointed on probation. A Govern¬ 
ment servant an appointed (an«l continuing in service) remains a probationer until he is 
confirmed. 

2. Where it is intended that first appointment to a service or post shall normally be 
on probation, the period of probation shall be prescribed in the rule regulating the pay of 
that service or post. 

.'1. For special reasons (which should be recorded) the appointing authority may 
extend a probationer’s prescribed period of probation by a further period not exceeding 
half the prescribed period. A period of probation may nut be further extended without 
the special orders of Government, obtained on a recommendation made by the appointing 
authority. 

4. When a probationer is about to complete the period of probation prescribed nnder 
rule 2 the appointing authority shall record an order either confirming him with effect 
from the date of his oompletion of the prescribed period of probation or extending hie period 
of probation or. discharging him. Similarly, when a probationer is abont to complete an 
extended peripd of probation, the appointing authority shall record an order either 
confirming him with hffect from the date of his completion of the extendedftertod of 
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probation or'disobarging bltn, anless he hae meantime'reoeiveil orders of Government 
sanctioning a farther extension of the period of probaticn : 

Provided that, if he has not on the date of expiry of the extended period of probation 
received the orders of Oovernmeut on a recommendation made nnder rale 3, the appoint¬ 
ing authority shall defer his order until those orders are received ; the probationer 
meantime being permitted to continue in service. 

Noth 1. —The term “ dinobarge” in thiH chapter inclndea, in the caxe of a probutione appointed by promotion from 
another service or post, revenion to that service or iioet. 

Motk 2. —A recommendation that a period of probation staonld be extended by Oovernuient ebould be enbrnitteu iu' 
Hnch time tia to enable the others of Ouvernioeiit to reach the appointing autlintity before the date of expiry of tbe 
Bubsietiug extended period of probation. 

5. Save pending the receipt of the orders of (loverument on a recommendation made 
under rule 3, a probationer may at any time be discharged from service by the appointing 
authority, if considered by that authority to be uusuitable for the service or post to which 
he was appointed, but the order of discharge (except when passeti by Government) shall 
not be given effect to till it has been submitted to and confirmed by the next higher 
authority. 

C. An order discharging a probationer shall indicate the grounds for the discharge* 
but DO formal proceedings, such as are prescribed for the removal or dismissal of 
Government servants who are not probationers, shall be necessary. 

7. No appeal shall lie against an order discharging a probationer. 

8. A probationer may not be confiriued until he has served ou probation for the 
period prescribed nnder rule 2, passed any test or eyamiiiation the passing of which may 
by rule be prescribed as a condition of coiifirmaiion in the service or post iu which it is 
proposefl to confirm him, and been declared by tbe appointing authority to be tit for 
coufirmation. 

9. No increment of pay beyond the pay prescribed for the period prescribed under 
rule 2 may be drawn by a probationer until he is uonfirinod. 

10. When a probationer is confirmed otherwise than with effect from the date of 
expiry of the period of probation prescribed under rule 2, he will, unless it be otherwise 
provided by rule, draw as from the date of effect of his confirmation the pay he would 
have drawn bad he been confirmed on tbe expiry of the prescribed period of probation, 
and, unless it be otherwise provided by rule, the whole of his service from the date of his 
appointment on probation atiull count for increments. 

All existing rules and orders relating to the conditions of service of provincial and 
subordinate services and of officers holding special posts, in so far as they ar.3 not 
inconsistent with these rules, are hereby confirmed.

If the former statement be not made, or be not clear, the period of 
reduction shall expire on the termination of the period at the close of which the officer 
would have drawn his next increment had the order of rednotion not been passed ; ajid if 
the latter statement be not made, or be nut clear, the Oovernmeut servant shall be entitled, 
on the expiry of the period of reduction, to count towards increment his previous service 
in the stage of the timo-scaie from which he was reduced, and tbe period during which tbe 
orders of reduction were iu force. 

2. When a Government servant is ordered to be reduced to a lower grade or post, 

and is sabsequently promoted or reinstated, his previous service in the grade or post from 
which he was reduced counts for increment, unless the authority promoting or reinstating 
him declares that It trtHtil not so count, either ih whole or in part. The puriod during 
which the orders of redMCion were in force does not coant fordnoraonent up^ promotion 
or reinstatement. .

The Muinamati Survey School is a Oovernmeut institution, under the administrativ< 
control or the Director of Industries, Seagal. It is situated on the Mainamati Hill, it 
the district of Tippera, four miles west of the Comilla railii^ay station, on the Assam- 
Bengal Railway. The Danca-Chittagong Trunk;,Road runs oiose to the site of the school. 
It is healthily situated and occupies a picturesque site. 

2. The Principal is charged with the general control of the school and the mainte¬ 
nance of discipline. 

Id. The school, which is ranked as a major institution, is affiliated to the Survey 
Education Advisory Uoard, Bengal, for the Survey BTiial and the Amin Examination. 

In addition to the ordinary coarse, the school trains special students who do not 
intend to earn their living' a» surveyors but wish to receive training in sur^ej^iug. 
Candidates for upporntment* as disti^ict kanungos or any Government official rymk as 
special students. 

5. The total number of admission to the first year course shall not exceed .50, of 
whom not more than ten may be special st udents; for the second year course not more 
than .‘10 shall be admitted in any one year, and iif't more than T) of these may be special 
students. 

6. The full course of instruction extends over two years. The session for the first 
year conrse. which corresponds to the Aininshi]i stamlard, begins from the 1st August and 
terminates on the hist .July of the i'oilowing year. The session for the secoml year or 
the Survey Final oonrso begins fi'cin the re-opening day of tlie school after the Durga 
Puja Inditlays or from such date as may be notified by the Principal, noi later than IsL 
November. The second year course also runs for twelv,- mouths. No student shall be 
aihiiittecl, or, in case of re-iustalement after removal of his niiine from the school hooks, 
be re-adinitteil after the expiry of one montli from the opening of the session, or from 
the date of removal of his name, as the case may be. 

7. Applications for ailmissiou to the first year course must be submitted to the 
Principal on or before the lUlth June. Applications for admission fo the second year 
course must be submitted on or before the ilOth September or such other ciate as may be 
notified by the Principal. Each application, either for admission to first year or to second 
year, must be accompanied by a regisn-ation f((e of Rs. .‘I, which shall in no ease he 
returned. Printed forms for application may be obtaiin il from the office of the Principal.

(6) Ability to write simple English and some vernacular, 

(c) A certilicate of character from his last school master. 

NoTK :—Preference is given to those who have jiassed the Matriculation R.vairiination or received hiplier edncaiion. 

Application for admission to first, year must bo accompanied by a medical certificate 
of fitness for arduous field work, in the approved form signed by a medical officer of rank 
not below that of a Sub-Assistant Surgeon. All selected candidates are required to 
undergo, before admission, a medical examination b^y the medical officer a.ttaclied to the 
school. 

9. The qualifications for admission to the second year class are :— 

(a) An Amiusbip certificate grantetl by the Survey Education Advisory Hoard. 

(5) The Matriculation-pass of the Calcutta University or its equivalents. 

(c) A medical certificate in tlie same form as for those seeking ailmission to first 
year to bo granted by the school medical officer. 

10. On passing the Amin Examination candidates are awardetl the Amin certificate 
of the Survey Edneation Advisory Board, Bengal. On passing the f'inal Examination of 
second year course the candidates are awarded the Survey B’inal certificate. 

The fee for .-Vmin Examination is Rs. 15 and for the Survey Final Examination 
Rs. 25. 

The Mainamati Survey Sohool is approved for the purposes of Regulation 158 of the 
Indian Coal Mines Regulations, 1926. In the terms of the said approval the holders of the 
Survey Final certificates, aftor they have gained practical experience of surveying the 
underground workings of u mine for six months only, will be eligible for appearing at any 
examination for Surveyor’s certificates, under the Indian Mines Act, 1923. 

11. Ordinarily candidates will not be admitted to the first year class unless they are 
under 21 years of age on the Jst January of the year in which the course begins. The 
limit of age for the candidates seeking admission fo second year is below 22. The Direc¬ 
tor of Industries, Bengal, may make exceptions to this rule. 

The restriction of age does not apply in the case of special students. But they should 
have the minimum educational qualification of regular students. 

12. The school has no vacation like other educational institutions, but it remains 
closed on executive holidays granted by Government. 

13. The school was established on a residential basis and the students are requii’ed 
to reside in the hostels attached to the school. The students may live with their parents 
or approved guardians with the special permission of the Principal; but such permission 
may be withdrawn at any time. 
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14. Messes are provided for the Hihdti atndehts. Mahammadan students make their 

own messing arrangements. *The Hindu mess shall be entirely self-supporting; the 
monthly charges are fixed by the Principal from time to time. At present the charge is 
Rs. 11 per month. The full messing fees are charged every mouth. ,

22. A number not exceeding eight of students who have completed the second year 
course of this .school is annually selected for training in Mine Surveying in order to qualify 
for the certificates of competency as Mine Surveyors granted under the Indian Mines 
Act, iy23.

1, Private students are those who haves not attended any recognised or nurecognizod 
High Eugli.sh School for at least one year previons to the Matriculation E.v:ainination. 
The term •* private students” includes teachers of schools. 

2. Private candidates must appear at the Test Examination to be held on Monday, 
the iOth December 1928, and the following days at any of the Government High Schools 
ill the Burdwan Division. 

8. Applications for admission to the Test Examination must be submitted through 
the bend muster of the school in which the applicant last read. The head master, in 
forwarding the application to this office, should note whether ho recommends the applica¬ 
tion or not. If he does not, his reasons should be stated. The application of no candidate 
is to be forwarded who did not leave school from the Ist class, or who had not been 
declared fit for promotion to that class. The information to be given in, and the docu¬ 
ments to be appended (in original) to, the application are the following ;— 

(a) Name of the school in which the candidate last studied. 

(4) Transfer certificate (in original) granted to the candidate by the head master of 
the school in which he last read ; or 

In the caae of a candidate who previously appeared at the Entrance Examina¬ 
tion, the Registrar’s receipt (in original) for the fee paid. 

(oj Age of the oandidate. Nu candidate is eligible who has not completed the age 
of fifteen years on the first day of the Matricnlation Examination. 
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(d) It) the ease' of sohooUiiiastera, a curtifloate of^good oondaot from the Secretary 

of the aohool in which the candidate is serving. 

(e) A oertlfioate from a respectable gentleman to the elTect that the candidate has 

prosecuted a regular course of study and has been subject to proper 
discipline, and that he has not read in any school since the last Matriculation 
Examination hold in March 1928. Detiiilod information is needed under 
this head. The person granting the certificate should state his social or 
professional position.

(g) Postal address. 

4. - Each private candidate will have to pay a fee of Rs. 0, which should be remitted 
to the Inspector of Schools, Burdwan Division, Chinsnra, along with his application for 
ndmission to the Test Examination by the 10th November lS'2cS, after which date a fine of 
Rs. 2 will have to be paid for each week’s delay. Under no circumstance will the 
admission fee he ref unded.

The Survey and Settlement Reports for the year ending the 30th 
September, 1927. 

As usual, the Director, Eastern Circle, Survey of India, inspected the 
traverse work carried on in this Presidency, and both he and the Officer-in¬ 
charge of the Photo-Litho office inspected the Bengal Drawing Office and 
made some valuable suggestions for improvement in the drawing and typing 
of the maps and their reproduction. The Director, Eastern Circle, also 
gave valuable, assistance and advice in connection with the survey of a for^t 
area in Chittagong from the air. The Governor in Council h^ noticed with 
pleasure that these officers of the Survey of India were satisfied with the 
work done by the Survey Department of the I^al Government. 
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2. Traverse survey was done in an area of 684 sq. miles in the 24-Par- 
ganas and 738 sq. miles in Burdwan. The area under survey in the 
24-Parganas was in the neighbourhood of Calcutta. In one portion it was 
very congested,' and in another portion it included the salt lake and several 
other large hits. There were eighteen municipalities within this block cover¬ 
ing about 77 sq. miles, some of which were thickly populated or were full qf 

f ardens, and consequently required a large amount of detailed traversing. 

'he area surveyed in Burdwan was, on the other hand, open, and offered no 
special difficulties. 

3. The most interesting item of survey work during the year was the 
survey carried out from the air of a forest area in Chittagong by the Air 
Survey Company. This was a new venture, but its result was tested by the 
Survey of India and was found to be quite satisfactory. 

4. The major ^ttlement operations in Nadia were brought to a close 
and those in Khulna and Pabna-Bogra were practically finished during the 
year under report. The operations in Murshidabad-Birbhum and in the 
24-Parganas were in full swing with all stages of work in progress. The 
former settlement has got through an unusually heavy programme with 
efficiency and despatch, while the latter, in spite of the exceptionally large 
number of plots per square mile, made satisfactory progress in almost all 
branches of work. 

5. The total area of which a record-of-rights has been prepared is now 
48,366 sq. miles out of 66,498 sq. miles in the Presidency to whitm the Bengal 
Tenancy Act applies. The .settlement maps and records continued to prove 
of assistance to the various departments of administration which used them, 
and their popularity with the public was evidenced by the increased number 
of sales of khatians and village-maps during the year. 

6. Mr. A. K. Jameson, i.c.s., was in charge of the Departments through¬ 
out the year, except for a short period from 1st to 29th October, when Khan 
Bahadur M. A. Momen ofliciated in his place. The Governor in Council has 
much pleasure in acknowledging the efficiency and care with which both 
officers have managed the two Departments under their control and the 
comprehensive and interesting report submitted by Mr. Jameson. His 
Excellency in Council is also pleased to direct that the good work done by 
the Survey Officers, Messrs. C. A. O’Donel, I. Newton and H. H. Creed, and 
Settlement Officers, Messrs. J. B. Kindersley, B. E. J. Burge, K. A. L. Hill 
and Rai B. B. Mukharji Bahadur, as also by the other officers mentioned in 
the concluding paragraphs of the Survey and Settlement Reports be noted.

The Governor in Council understands that some doubt prevails as to the 
number of days which District and Subdivisional Officers are expected to 
spend on tour in their respective charges, in view of the fact that the orders 
issued in Appointment Department Resolution No. i76A., dated tlie lOth 
January 19 J 6, were declared to be in supersession of all previous orders and 
did not actually prescribe the minimum number of days a District Officer or 
Subdivisional Officer was required to be on tour during a year. 

2. Recent changes in the atlrninistration have undoubtedly altered the 
nature of the work to bo done on tour by District and ‘Subdivisional Officers 
as except in a^ very few cases they arf> no longer responsible for the work 
of district and local boards. But in the opinion of the Governor in Council 
it is essential that these officers shall acquire by regular touring an”intimate 
personal knowledge of the require'ments of the areas of which they are in 
executive charge and afford the inhabitants an opportunity of making their 
needs known to the local representative of the executive Government. 
Further, in the interests of the gradual development of self-governing 
institutions, it is essential that District and Subdivisional Officers shall take 
an interest in the work of union boards and other units of self-government 
whetlier in villages or in towns, and shall assist with advice and encourage¬ 
ment educational, co-operative and other institutions of a similar nature. 

3. For these duties and for the various official inspections which every 
executive officer is bound by rule to make, the Governor in Council considers 
it essential that District and Subdivisional Officers shall spend a considerable 
time away from their headquarters each year. Therefore, while making no 
change in the general principles laid down in Resolution No 176 A., <lated 
the 10th January 1916, for the guidance of touring officers, he considers it 
desirable to lay it down explicitly that District and Subdivisional Officers 
are expected to spend at least 90 days in the year on tour in their respective 
areas of administration. 

Order —Ordered that this resolution be published in the Calcutta 
Gazette for general information. 

Ordered also that a copy be forwarded to the officers concerned for" 
information and guidance ; also that a copy be forwarded to the Board o£ 
Revenue and to the other Departments of this Governmeni for information.

SuniilHiry.—During the week the rainfall was generally light to moderate. Sowing of jute and paddy 
is nearly finished in East and North Bengal, while the operation continues under favourable conditions 
in West Bengal. Weeding of autumn crops and preparatory tillage for and sowing of broadcast winter 
paddy are progressing favourably in Eastern Bengal districts. Distress continues to prevail in parts of 
Nadia, Murshidabad, Birbhum, Bankura, Dinajpur and Malda, where the number of persons employed 
on test relief works was 66, 2,04.5, 2,055, 678, 11,704 and 4,012, respectively. The average price of 
common rice for the province has risen by about 0’27 per cent, as compared with that of the previous 
week.

Ray was born in October 1890, and was the only son of the late Maharaja Kshitis Chandra 
Ray Baliadur, of Nadia. He was educated privately and succeeded to the estate on the 
death of his father in August 1910. He was created a Maharaja at the Coronation Durbar 
at Delhi in 1911, and a Maharaja Bahadur in 1917. In 1920, he was elected the first 
uon-otlicial Chairman of the District Board of Nadia, and in the same year was returned 
as member of the first reformed Bengal Legislative Council from the non-Muhammadan 
constititency of Nadia. In August 1924. he was appointed a Member of the Bengal 
Executive Council, and held this office up till the time of his death. 

The Governor in Council desires to record his high appreciation of the services 
rendered to the State by the late Maharaja Kshaunish Chandra Ray Bahadur, of Nadia, 
and to express his deep sympathy with the Maharani and family in their great loss.

Monthly Waathop and Crop Raport of Bangal for May 1M& 

I. Ghtraotor of tin msson.— Onring the month under review the rainfall was 
general over the Presidency. Precipitation was above the normal in fifteen distriots and 
below the normal elsewhere. The usual rainfall statement is appended. 

11- Progress of agricultural operations.— Preparatory tillage for and sowing of 
winter paddy in seedbeds commenced in West and North Bengal. Sowings of autumn 
paddy and jute were finished in East and parts of North Bengal, while elsewhere the 
operations were proceeding favourably. The progress of sowings was satisfactory, on the 
whole. Weeding of autumn crops was proceeding briskly in East and parts of North 
Bengal. 

III. State of standing crops.— On the whole the standing crops were greatly 
improved by the rainfall of the month. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn. —The outlook of standing crops including 

deep water paddy was generally promising. ^ 

V. Damage to standing crops. —No appreciable damage except that by hailstorm in 
parts of Gooch Bihar state and in Rangpur was reported. 

VI. Condition of agrieuitural stock.— Tlie condition of Uve-stock was generally 
fair. Sporadic cases of oattle-disease were, however, reported from seventeen districts. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder.— Fodder was reported to be insufficient from 
parts of the 24-Farganas, Nadia, Mursbidahad, Jessore, Bnrdwan, Birbhum, Rajshahi, 
Oinajpur, Malda and Dacca. 

VIII. PrioaeoffOQd-gralna. —During the second fortnight of the month the retail 
price of common rice of the cheapest quality rose in seven districts, fell in six and remained 
stationary in the rest of the Presidency. It varied from 4J seers per rupee in Rangpar to 
7^ seers in Chittagong. 

IX. Gondition of agricultural population.— The condition of agricultural popula¬ 
tion was, on the whole, fair except in parts of Nadia, Marshidabad, Birbhum, Bankura, 
Diuajpur and Malda where distress continued to prevail owing to a partial failure of the 
•winter rice crop. Test and other relief works continued to help the people of these 
places.
